Over 100 Cases of Smallpox Discov- 
ered by Kentucky Authorities. 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., July 22.—The State 
Board of Health has issued a proclamation 
placing the whole of Jackson County and 
each of its inhabitants under rigid quaran- 
tine from the outside world, The board found 
that there have been more than 100 cases of 
Smallpox in the county. The facts were laid 
before the county authorities and an effort 
was made to have an appropriation made by 
the County Court as designated by law. The 
Court declined although there is money in 
the treasury, The State board now calls on 
the adjoining counties to enforce strict quar- 
antine against Jackson County all along its 


entire boundary. Evasion of the quarantine 
De 


incurs heavy penalties. 

Dr. McCormack, secretary of the board, 
said: “The State Board of Health was very 
reluctant to take this action, because it is 
the first time in 16 years that an absolute 
quarantine has been declare@. But the dan- 
ger was S0 great and involved so many peo- 
ple and interests of the State that we con- 
cluded only rigid measures would meet the 
emergency.” 


A NORTH DAKOTA TORNADO,

THE MACHINE PROBLEM AGAIN. 


Improved looms are to be installed tn the Fall River cotton 
fills, to enable them to compete with Southern mills with 
their cheaper labor. The new looms will enable one weaver to 
do the work of two. Thus one white weaver at Fall River 
and other Northern mills will be equal to two colored weav- 
ers at the South. ' 

But again the question comes up, what is to become of the 
white weavers displaced by installing the new looms? They 
must go elsewhere, only to be confronted with the same condi- 
tions in the trade they know. Or they must learn a new 
trade. 

This process of evolution in machinery must in the long 
run have @ powerful (onden ») to turn the superfluous popu- 
lation back to the tilling of the soll, Not in competition with 
farmers who use farm iinery; for in that line again the 
Gisplaced workers sre checked by machine tmprovement. 
But there is a vast fi }d nol yet exploited, in the growing of 
small fruits, the poultry business, market gardening, bee 
keeping, the raising of perfume plants, floriculture and kin- 
Gred pursuits that are despised by the farmer, but offer the 
man of small means an opening for enterprise and skill, and 
with these elements ineure him a comfortable living.

lards by the Américan army. It appears 
now that on or about July 1 dispatches were 
received at the W t from Gen. 
Shafter which that he had not 
nearly enough troops to capture the city, 
and that his line had become so thin in 
many places as to necessitate a retreat for 
four or five miles. 

These dispatches were more serious tn 
thelr character than the publie has yet 
been permitted to know, and they created 
positive consternation at the White House. 
The Fourth of July was approaching, and 
it wasefeared that a backward movement 
at that time, however wive ft might be, 
would have a bad effect upon the country. 
In addition to that it seemed evident from 
Shafter’s reports that if the Spaniards un- 
derstood the situation they could break 
through the line at several points and get 
into the fear of the American army. In 
this emergency Gen. Miles was summone4 
hurriedly to the White House and asked 
for his opinion as to the best method of 
concentrating Shafter's army without re- 
sulting In too much of a backward move- 
ment. 

After considering the eftuation carefully 
he astonished the President and Secretary 
of War by advising that there be no con- 
centration or retreat until after a fret~ 
class Yankee bluff had been tried ana 
failed. He suggested that Shafter should 
at once demand the surrender of the city, 
and thus occupy the attention of the Span- 
larda, utilizing the time to hurry forward 
he re-enforcements. Gen, Miles belleved 
that after being summoned to surrender 
the Spaniards would at least take time for 
consideration and not attempt a sortie, he- 
cause they would be deceived, by the bold- 
ness of the demand, into the belief that 
Shafter was ready to attack the city at 
once. 

Gen. Miles’ advice was followed. and 
Shafter was surprised to receive, Instead of 
permission to retreat, orders to knock on 
the gates of Santiago and demand tts un- 
conditional surrender. Fortunately, the bluff 
was turned into a complete success by the 
blundering of Captain-General Blanco, who 
ordered Cervera to leave the harbor, When 
the ehips were destroyed that memorable 
Sunday Shafter was relieved of the dan- 
ger of their bombardment, and the de- 
mand for a surrender, made originally to 
gain time, became at once a real condition 
of affairs, and Tora!l was obliged to capitu- 
late. If Cervera had remained in the bar- 
bor it Is probable that Toral would have 
declined to surrender, and Shafter would 
have either had to withdraw from his po- 
sition or hold it at great danger until he 
wae ready to attack.

A bold highway robbery occurred at 5 
o'clock Friday morning in front of 513 Mar- 
ket street. 

Bergard Sheridan, an old man, living at 
244 Clark avenue, was the victim and Ben 
Strubinger the robber. Strubinger is a pris- 
oner at the Four Courts, 

The street was comparatively deserted at 
the hour of the robbery. Sheridan was on 
his way to business He had more than his 
usual amount of work to do and was out 
unusually early. He was walking rapidly and 
did not notice Strubinger approaching him 
until the latter accosted him. 

“Throw up your hands and deliver in a 
hurry or I will send you to the kingdom 
come quicker'n a cat can bat its eye,"" was 
the command from the highwayman. 

And he backed up his request with a 
Gangerous looking revolver, which he 
pointed squarely in Sheridan's face. Sher- 
idan’s hands went’up. Strubinger put his 
gun in his pocket and snatchéd Sheridan's 
watch and chain. He then thrust his hands 
in his victim's pockets. Sheridan thought 
to defend himself, and grappled with the 
robber, shouting ‘‘watch!" at the top of hig 
voice. 

@ atrolman Hoffman was at the patrol box 
at Sixth and Walnut streets when he heard 
the cry. He ran north on Sixth street and 
Saw a young man running west on Market 
street with an old man in pursult. 

Hoffman joined in the chase. The old man 
soon winded himself and dropped out of the 
race. The fugitive, when he reached Sev- 
enth street, turned north. The officer was 
gaining on him at every step. Hoffman 
called on the fellow to halt, but no need 
was paid to the command. 

Patrolman Hoffman fired a shot across 
the bow of the robber, but he did not heave 
to. Several more shots were fired. When 
the fellow reached the alley south of the 
new Lincoln Trust Buliding he darted in. 
As he passed a barrel of rubbish he was 
noticed to drop something in. 

Patrolman Conlon was attracted by the 
shots and he appeared at the mouth of the 
alley. Strubinger saw he could not escape 

nd he surrendered with as good grace as 

*e could muster. He denied that he had 
done anything wrong and declared he did 
not know why the policeman was chasing 
him, Later a warrant charging highway

@ policemen retraced their steps with 
their prisoner. When they reached the 
rubbish barrel they pps and found a 
gold watch and chain. his was confiscat- 
ed. It was the one that Hoffman had seen 

nger deposit there, but the highway- 
eclared he had never seen it before. 
eventh street Sheridan was met. He 
led Strubinger as the man who had 

him up and when shown the watch 
positively identified it. He said the watch 
and chain were valued at §75, 

Strubinger is fast making a reputation 
for himself as a desperate criminal. Only 
@ mont , the police allege, he wae ar- 
rested for robbing a man in an alley at the 
rear of Twenty-third and Market streets. 
On that occasion he not only robbed his 
victim of all his yaluables, but made him 
disrobe and got away with all his clothing. 
Though a knife that belonged to his vic- 
tim was found in Strubinger’é possession, 
he was not convicted. 

Strubinger is said to come from a well-to- 
éo family and lives in the West End.
